A Bill Giving City Power to Ex-
tend Bonded Limitation in
Legislature Before.

“It Is gratifyilng to me to sece that
The Dally Intelligencer is editorially
endorsing my efforts to procure an
amendment to the state constitution
empowering tids cily to Issue bonds
for street improvements up to 15 per
cent of the taxable value of the pro-

i perty within the clty,” declared Mayor

Godfrey yesterday afterncon.
“In two recent Issues The Intelli-

gencer has siressed the need of an
increased bonded limitation for this
elty,” continued the mayor. “A neas-
ure looking toward this end, if pasa-
ed by the general assembiy and. vot-
ed on favorably in the general elec-
tion in November, 1916,  would give
this cily opn additional Bond margin
of approximately $230,000. in my
olnion it would not be nmécessary, nor
do I thdnk it wise, to Issue bonds to
this amount for finlshing the streel
paving in Anderson. An eadditional
fssue of an amount considerably less
than these figures wonld be euilicient,
in my opinion, to finish the street
paving, adding th!s, of course. to an
equal amount to be received from
the abutting property owners.”
